To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen  in  the  County  of  Merrimack  in 
said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Boscawen  on  Tues- 
day the  Ninth  day  of  March,  next  at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act 
upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($4,500)  to  help  support  the  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  for  its  emergency 
medical  services  and  rescue  operations  for  the  Town  and  authorize  the  with- 
drawal of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Shar- 
ing Fund. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  seven  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($7,500)  for  road  oil  in  order  to  maintain  Town  roads  that  have  been  pre- 
viously rebuilt  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  pur- 
pose from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  one  thousand  four  hundred 
fifty  dollars  ($1,450)  for  services  to  low-income  residents  of  Boscawen  through 
the  Concord  Area  Center,  Community  Action  Program,  Belknap-Merrimack 
Counties,  Inc.  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  pur- 
pose from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$4,514  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Assn. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Conservation  Commission 
to  manage  the  Town  forest  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  RSA  31:112  (II)  and 
direct  that  all  proceeds  accruing  from  the  management  of  the  Town  forest  be 
placed  in  a  conservation  fund  to  be  managed  by  said  Commission  and  utilized 
for  the  management  of  the  Town  forest.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

We  begin  this  year's  Selectmen's  report  with  a  heartfelt  thank  you  to  the 
Town  employees.  Their  willingness  to  work  long  and  hard  hours  has  been  a  great 
asset  to  the  Board. 

Because  of  the  Town  road  crew,  our  roads  have  remained  clear  of  snow  and 
ice  during  this  winter.  Residents  are  secure  in  their  knowledge  that  we  have  a 
police  force  that  responds  quickly  and  professionally  to  their  calls  for  assistance. 
At  this  time  we  wish  to  extend  our  best  wishes  to  Mark  Pepler  who  has  joined 
the  Merrimack  County  Sheriffs  staff.  We  are  also  fortunate  to  have  a  fire  depart- 
ment manned  by  people  who  give  unselfishly  of  their  time  in  order  that  the 
Town  might  remain  fire  safe.  We  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to  those 
people,  elected  and  appointed,  who  aid  us  in  the  management  of  the  Town. 
While  their  duties  may  seem  tedious  at  times,  without  their  help  the  Town 
would  not  run  as  efficiently  as  it  does.  Finally,  we  acknowledge  the  efforts  made 
by  the  residents  who  sit  on  the  various  boards  and  commissions  of  the  Town. 
They  are  uncompensated  for  the  many  hours  they  work.  Their  services  to  the 
Town  are  invaluable. 

This  year's  budget  represents  a  three  percent  increase  over  last  year's  budget. 
There  are  no  major  increases.  There  are  no  requests  for  new  equipment.  We  are 
presenting  to  you  a  budget  which  represents  the  minimum  upon  which  we  feel 
the  Town  can  run  smoothly.  This  frugality  does  not  guarantee  a  stable  tax  rate. 
The  Town  is  at  the  end  of  the  pipeline  when  State  and  Federal  funds  are  dis- 
persed. The  Town  has  picked  up  new  tax  money  through  business  and  residential 
property  expansions.  Our  other  revenue  sources,  however,  are  declining.  While 
our  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  once  totaled  $26,000,  we  will  receive  only  $13,000 
this  year.  Rising  town,  school  and  county  budgets  coupled  with  decreases  in 
revenue  mean  that  you  pay  more  in  property  taxes. 

We  have  instituted  minimum  and  maximum  pay  levels  for  all  full  time  em- 
ployees. We  feel  they  are  competitive  with  towns  of  similar  size  and  valuation. 
These  scales  are  subject  to  review  so  that  we  might  attract  the  most  qualified 
applicants  when  vacancies  occur. 

Our  concern  over  high  interest  rates  and  the  availability  of  tax  anticipation 
loans  have  led  us  to  consider  semi-annual  property  tax  billings.  Many  towns  are 
already  utilizing  this  system.  Currently,  we  invest  the  Town's  funds  in  order  to 
defray  the  cost  of  borrowing.  Our  efforts  are  concentrated  in  gathering  data  on 
semi-annual  billings.  We  anticipate  many  questions.  We  will  not  commit  the 
Town  until  we  receive  more  information.  Because  we  desire  your  input  on  this 
matter,  we  will  advertise  those  meetings  at  which  we  will  discuss  this  system. 
Please  watch  the  paper  for  our  notices. 

The  Selectmen  recently  met  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Boscawen  Congrega- 
tional Church  to  discuss  the  transfer  of  the  Town  Hall  to  the  Church.  Article  14 
of  last  year's  warrant  gave  this  authority  to  the  Board.  We  have  received  a  letter 
from  the  Trustees  stating  that  the  Church  membership  at  the  time  felt  it  could 
not  assume  the  financial  burden  of  the  Town  Hall.  We  thank  the  Trustees  for 
negotiating  with  us. 

We  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  comment  on  some  of  the  warrant 
articles. 

Article  3  is  the  request  of  the  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  for  $4,500.  This  figure 
is  $1,000  more  than  was  raised  last  year.  The  Board  and  Budget  Committee  felt 
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this  increase  is  justifiable.  Their  service  to  the  Town  is  indispensable.  We  are  all 
aware  of  the  fine  job  done  by  the  Squad. 

Article  4  is  to  raise  and  appropriate  $7,500  for  road  oil.  This  amount  plus 
$5,000  in  the  Highway  Department's  operating  budget  for  road  oil,  totaling 
$12,500,  will  seal  approximately  four  to  five  miles  of  road  surface.  We  have 
planned  this  as  the  first  step  towards  maintaining  good  quality  roads.  We  hope  to 
continue  this  process  over  many  years.  The  cost  of  new  construction  is  very 
high.  By  preserving  the  roads  we  have  now,  we  will  save  much  in  the  future.  This 
request  is  approved  by  the  Board  and  the  Budget  Committee. 

Article  5  is  the  request  of  the  Belknap-Merrimack  County  Community  Action 
Program  for  $1,450.  This  figure  is  down  from  last  year's.  They  provide  services 
to  the  elderly  and  low-income  residents  of  Boscawen.  One  function  they  per- 
form is  to  send  people  to  the  homes  of  those  who  cannot  make  it  to  the  CAP 
offices.  In  this  way,  our  residents  who  might  not  receive  aid  do.  All  towns  in  the 
county  are  now  contributing  to  this  organization.  The  request  is  approved  by  the 
Board  and  Budget  Committee. 

Finally,  you  will  note  that  there  are  two  petition  articles -Article  12  from 
the  Sno-Beepers  requesting  $200  and  Article  13  from  the  Penacook  Youth 
Center  requesting  $2,500.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining, 
individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Bos- 
cawen, New  Hampshire,  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1980,  as 
listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  Our  examination  was  made  in  accordance  with 
generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and,  accordingly,  included  such  tests  of 
the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  IB,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to  above 
do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  group  of  ac- 
counts which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  group  of 
accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above  para- 
graph, the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  combining,  individual  fund 
and  account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above,  present  fairly  the 
financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire  at  December  3 1 , 
1980,  and  the  results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity 
with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with 
that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole  and  on  the  combining,  indi- 
vidual fund  and  account  group  financial  statements.  The  accompanying  financial 
information  listed  as  supporting  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  is  presented 
for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  combined 
financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Boscawen,  New  Hampshire.  The  informa- 
tion has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in  the  examination 
of  the  combined,  combining,  individual  fund  and  account  group  financial  state- 
ments and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to 
the  combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

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COMMENTS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  addition  to  our  annual  certified  examination  and  audit,  we  have  in  the 
past  and  will  continue  to  recommend  certain  bookkeeping  and  internal  control 
procedures  intended  to  improve  Town  operations.  All  accounting  and  finance 
procedures  of  the  Town  constitute  the  system  of  internal  control  for  the  safe- 
guarding of  its  assets.  Reliance  should  not  wholly  be  made  upon  the  function  of 
examination  and  audit.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  governing  officials  and 
management  constitute  a  most  important  part  of  internal  control.  Although 
financial  procedures  involving  municipalities  are  incorporated  in  State  Statutes 
and  others  adopted  through  local  ordinances,  a  greater  portion  of  financial  pro- 
cedures have  been  formulated  over  the  years  to  assist  in  good  internal  control. 
Without  constant  review,  especially  in  governmental  operations,  a  gradual  ero- 
sion may  occur  in  the  centralized  accounting,  receiving,  and  treasury  functions 
so  important  to  proper  internal  control. 

The  following  areas  should  be  reviewed  for  improving  the  financial  account- 
ing and  record  keeping  of  the  Town.  Although  some  have  been  previously  recom- 
mended, we  feel  their  importance  warrants  repeating. 

1 .  General  Ledger  System  and  Monthly  Financial  Reporting 

The  financial  systems  of  the  Town  are  basically  of  cash  receipt  and  disburse- 
ment ledgers.  While  the  reports  being  produced  from  the  present  system  are 
adequate  for  capturing  the  detailed  cash  transactions  of  the  Town,  there  is  a 
need  for  a  complete  general  ledger  system  which  will  summarize  the  results  of 
the  financial  transactions  on  a  monthly  basis  for  cash  and  accrual  or  encum- 
brance-type transactions. 

The  benefits  of  developing  a  general  ledger  system  of  all  funds  (General  Fund, 
Special  Revenue  Funds,  Capital  Projects  Funds,  Trust  and  Agency  Funds)  which 
would  summarize  in  a  concise  manner  the  financial  activity  of  the  Town  and  de- 
veloping monthly  financial  reporting  include  the  following: 

a.  A  general  ledger  and  resulting  monthly  financial  reports  will  assist  Town 
management  in  monitoring  the  activity  and  financial  condition  of  the  Town 
on  a  current  basis. 

b.  A  general  ledger  establishes  control  over  subsidiary  accounting  records  and 
provides  a  means  for  periodic  reconciliation  to  ensure  that  the  daily  recorded 
transactions  are  properly  summarized. 

c.  A  general  ledger  system  provides  a  means  to  prepare  periodic  comparative 
reports  of  revenues,  expenditures  and  financial  condition. 

d.  A  general  ledger  would  enable  the  Town  to  record  adjustments  resulting 
from  audits  of  its  financial  records. 

2.  Standard  Purchase  Order  System 

At  present  the  Town  does  not  utilize  a  standard  purchase  order  system  for 
obtaining  goods  and  services.  We  suggest  the  Town  develop  written  purchasing 
procedures  to  include  the  use  of  prenumbered  purchase  order  forms  in  order  to 
strengthen  the  internal  control  over  goods  and  services  purchased.  The  benefits 
of  such  a  system  are  numerous  and  include  the  following: 
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a.  Controls  over  all  disbursements,  including  contracted  services,  thereby 
creating  better  management  over  departmental  appropriations. 

b.  Insurance  that  all  encumbrances  are  recorded  in  the  proper  period  and  that 
all  unexpended  appropriations  are  returned  to  the  general  fund  balance  to  be 
available  for  use  in  determining  the  subsequent  year's  tax  rate. 

c.  Provide  a  basis  of  verifying  the  price  agreed  upon  between  the  Town  and 
vendors. 

d.  Provide  additional  verifications  and  evidence  of  receipt  of  goods. 

3.       Fixed  Assets  Records 

All  fixed  asset  acquisitions  are  listed  as  expenditures  in  the  general  fund.  This 
procedure  is  standard  in  municipalities.  However,  these  fixed  assets  should  be 
accounted  for  in  a  separate  self-balancing  group  of  accounts.  The  purpose  of 
recording  general  fixed  assets  is  primarily  stewardship  needs  to  provide  for 
physical  and  dollar  value  control  and  secondary  for  an  accountability  for  general 
government  capital  expenditures  over  the  years.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  1981,  the  Boscawen  Fire  Department  responded  to  136  calls;  this  is  a 
decrease  of  44  calls  over  last  year.  Chimney  fires  were  far  less  this  year— hope- 
fully due  to  more  public  awareness  and  information. 

If  you  are  planning  to  install  a  woodstove,  the  Fire  Department  recom- 
mends that  a  minimum  of  36  inches  clear  space  on  all  sides  of  the  stove  be 
maintained.  A  properly  installed  stove  that  is  used  with  common  sense  can  be 
a  safe  and  economical  source  of  supplemental  heat.  The  Mutual  Fire  Insur- 
ance Association  of  New  England  has  a  brochure  entitled.  "Don't  Lose  Lives 
Saving  Energy"  which  covers  stove  installation;  copies  of  this  brochure  are 
available  at  the  Selectmen's  Office. 

Training  for  fire  personnel  is  being  conducted  one  night  per  week  in  addition 
to  special  training  sessions  at  Fitzwilliam's  Drill  Yard,  Capital  Area  Compact 
and  Lakes  Regional  Mutual  Aid  Association. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  all  fire  personnel  for  their 
cooperation  and  effort  during  the  past  year.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  held  monthly  meetings  throughout  the 
past  year  at  the  lower  end  library. 

The  Commission  has  been  active  on  a  variety  of  issues.  By-laws  have  been 
adopted  to  guide  our  operations.  Gary  Roy  was  sponsored  at  the  N.  H.  Forest 
Society's  Annual  Conservation  Camp.  Dredge  and  fill  permits  have  been  re- 
viewed. Recommendations  on  several  town  owned  lots  have  been  submitted  to 
the  Board  of  Selectmen.  We  have  continued  to  press  for  the  clean-up  of  the 
tannery  waste  at  the  former  town  dump.  Four  of  our  members  attended  the 
annual  State  Convention  of  Conservation  Commissions. 

The  Commission  has  worked  closely  through  its  members  on  the  Town 
Forest  Committee  to  establish  a  positive  plan  for  this  town  asset  that  will  benefit 
all  of  the  community.  We  appreciate  the  town's  support  of  the  Town  Forest. 

A  Conservation  Night  was  held  in  January.  This  meeting  was  highlighted  by 
Ted  Walski's  (N.  H.  Fish  and  Game)  entertaining  and  educational  report  on 
Bosca wen's  newest  residents— the  wild  turkey. 

Please  contact  us  if  you  have  any  questions  or  suggestions.  We  welcome  any 
of  you  to  our  monthly  meetings.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  COMMITTEE 

This  committee  has  met  with  Mr.  J.  B.  Cullen,  District  Forester  from  the 
Forestry  Division  of  the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Develop- 
ment. He  has  assured  us  of  the  support  of  his  department  in  organizing  a 
plan  for  our  Town  Forest  and  they  have  placed  it  on  their  schedule  of  work. 
During  the  coming  year  they  will  begin  a  forest  resource  inventory  of  the  Weir 
property.  Such  an  inventory  was  done  by  them  in  1975  on  the  Barnard -Eastman 
portion  of  the  Town  Forest. 

As  far  as  the  work  which  we  will  do  ourselves,  we  propose  that  it  be  done 
with  the  following  priorities: 

1.  Hire  a  Registered  Land  Surveyor  to  complete  a  full  boundary  survey. 

2.  Make  a  selective  timber  cut  on  Stand  No.  8  in  the  Barnard -Eastman  lot  as 
identified  in  the  Forest  Resource  Inventory  done  by  the  Forestry  Division  in 
1975.  This  would  be  a  harvest  improvement  cut  of  approximately  75,000 
board  feet  and  the  sale  would  be  managed  by  the  Forestry  Division. 

3.  Continue  to  press  for  the  removal  of  leather  waste  from  the  dump  area  on 
the  Weir  property. 

4.  In  1982  schedule  information-gathering  meetings  for  citizens  and  organiza- 
tions so  that  we  may  have  input  from  all  who  are  interested.  We  would  learn 
what  the  majority  of  people  feel  the  Town  Forest  should  be  used  for. 

5.  Manage  the  Forest  under  the  Tree  Farm  Program. 

6.  Recreational  Purposes:  The  Committee  feels  that  this  property  should  con- 
tinue to  be  used  for  these  purposes.  We  will  be  investigating  ways  to  ensure 
the  optimal  use  of  the  Town  Forest  for  those  who  wish  to  use  it  for  its 
recreational  purposes  and  for  its  esthetic  value. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Town  Forest  Study  Committee  continue  in 
its  present  form  for  another  year,  in  an  effort  to  coordinate  a  more  compre- 
hensive plan. 

We  ask  your  support  of  Article  7  of  the  Town  Warrant  to  implement  these 
recommendations.  The  Town  Forest  would  then  be  self-supporting. 

At  the  present,  the  Town  Forest  is  being  used  by  hikers,  cross-country  skiers, 
horseback  riders,  and  snowmobiling  is  done  on  trails  maintained  by  the  local 
snowmobile  club. 

We  feel  fortunate  to  have  this  Town  Forest,  and  ask  your  help  in  our  efforts 
to  make  it  even  more  valuable  to  all  the  residents  of  Boscawen  who  love  the 
outdoors.

At  first  glance  this  year's  welfare  expenditures  and  activities  appear  to  be  less 
than  last  year.  Actually,  total  expenditures  are  but  the  activity  is  not.  Elsewhere 
in  this  report  are  charts  indicating  the  authorized  monthly  expenditures  and  the 
monthly  caseload  breakdown.  There  is  a  difference  in  the  actual  money  ex- 
pended and  the  authorized  monthly  expenditures.  This  occurs  when  a  recipient 
fails  to  use  the  entire  allotment  in  such  areas  as  sustenance,  shelter  or  utilities. 
Occasionally,  food  stamps  and  CAP  assistance  are  available  sooner  than  antici- 
pated—thus, accruing  a  savings  in  our  direct  aid. 

Once  again,  the  area  of  welfare  and  aid  to  the  needy  is  terribly  unclear. 
Politically  instigated  theoretical  re-thinking  at  the  national  level  and  cutbacks 
at  the  state  level  will  have  an  effect  on  the  local  level.  The  reduction  in  medicaid 
and  medicare  benefits  and  payments  will  affect  us.  Our  elderly  need  us,  and  we 
must  not  desert  them  now. 

As  you  will  note  from  the  monthly  caseload  breakdown,  we  don't  say  "yes" 
automatically.  Careful  investigations  are  made  of  each  case  before  aid  is  granted. 
Seldom  is  the  total  request  granted.  Many  of  those  who  apply  for  aid  are  re- 
ferred to  other  agencies.  The  local  churches  and  the  high  school  have  been  a 
tremendous  help  in  our  efforts.  I  am  hoping  for  an  even  larger  commitment  and 
involvement  from  outside,  private  sources  in  1982. 

You  will  also  note  that  $1,404.84  was  expended  as  a  result  of  the  courts  of 
New  Hampshire.  In  the  six  cases  that  this  sum  represents  we,  the  Town,  were  not 
represented  nor  involved  in  the  decision  to  expend  this  sum  which  is  nearly  half 
our  direct  aid  expenditures. 

Although  we  are  not  perfect  and  mistakes  have  been  made,  the  taxpayers  of 
Boscawen  have  many  reasons  to  be  proud  of  their  welfare  endeavors.

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PARKS  AND  RECREATION  COMMITTEE 

Following  approval  of  special  funds  at  the  1981  town  meeting,  our  com- 
mittee purchased  and  had  installed  a  variety  of  playground  equipment,  picnic 
tables,  bleachers  and  a  row  of  young  border  trees  at  the  new  town  park.  In 
addition,  a  very  substantial  gift  of  several  thousand  dollars  was  provided  by  Gil 
and  Evalyn  Welch  in  memory  of  their  son  Jamie  for  the  use  at  the  little  league 
field.  This  gift  allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  chain  link  fence,  the  construc- 
tion of  two  dugouts,  purchase  of  one  set  of  bleachers  and  a  Boscawen  Town 
Park  sign. 

A  summer  program  for  town  youngsters  was  conducted  at  the  park  by  Bill 
Weir,  Director.  The  average  daily  attendance  was  slightly  higher  than  in  1980, 
but  there  surely  is  room  for  many  more  youngsters  to  participate. 

For  the  future,  we  would  like  to  see  the  Dorval  house  renovated  well  enough 
to  be  useful  for  group  meetings  and  we  would  like  to  develop  a  soccer  field  at 
the  southern  end  of  the  park. 

Our  committee  would  like  to  recognize  and  thank  Mr.  Raymond  Steenbeke, 
past  chairman  of  the  committee  during  the  past  three  years,  for  the  great  amount 
of  time  and  effort  spent  in  the  park's  development.

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  continued  to  service 
Boscawen  for  this  past  year.  They  have  provided  skilled  nursing  care  for  anyone 
sick  in  the  home,  especially  those  needing  continuity  of  care  after  discharge 
from  the  hospital.  They  are  available  to  give  hypodermic  injections,  change  surgi- 
cal dressings,  and  do  other  treatments  prescribed  by  the  attending  physician. 
When  indicated,  family  members  have  been  instructed  to  give  care  between  the 
nurse's  visits. 

Therapy  services,  such  as,  physical  therapy,  speech  therapy,  occupational 
therapy,  and  nutritional  guidance  have  been  given  by  the  therapists  in  order  to 
assist  with  the  rehabilitation  of  an  acute  or  chronic  illness. 

When  family  members  are  unable  to  supply  all  the  needed  care,  a  staff  of 
homemaker/home  health  aides  is  available  to  give  physical  care,  do  light  house- 
keeping, and  assist  with  meal  planning  and  meal  preparation. 

The  nurses  are  delighted  to  advise  new  and  expectant  mothers  in  the  care  of 
themselves  and  their  babies.  They  are  also  glad  to  work  with  families  and  indi- 
viduals on  normal  nutrition,  sickness,  and  accident  prevention. 

Anyone  in  Boscawen  may  request  these  services  — doctor,  family,  pastor, 
friend,  or  the  patient  himself.  Patients  are  also  referred  by  clinics  and  other 
agencies.  All  calls  are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  can  be  provided  only 
under  a  doctor's  orders. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  (224-4093) 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  9:00  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is  neces- 
sary to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Fees  may  be  scaled  for  those  unable  to 
pay  the  charge  if  that  person  has  no  other  funding  source  available,  such  as  in- 
surance coverage.  The  patient  will  be  responsible  for  remainder  of  bill.

The  motion 
was  seconded.  Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  ten  thousand  six 
hundred  dollars  ($10,600)  for  a  new  Highway  Truck  and  authorize  the  with- 
drawal of  nine  thousand  three  hundred  dollars  ($9,300)  for  this  purpose  from 
the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  with  the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation.

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  three  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  ($3,500)  to  help  support  the  Penacook  Rescue  Squad  for  its 
emergency  medical  services  and  rescue  operations  for  the  Town  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  of  the  amount  required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Federal  Reve- 
nue Sharing  Fund. 

Dan  Carey  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted.  The  motion  was  sec- 
onded. Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion 
carried. 

ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $4,514  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association. 

Kathryn  Bush  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted.  The  motion  was 
seconded  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $1,500  for  the  Penacook  Youth  Center. 

Barry  Cass  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted.  The  motion  was 
seconded.  Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1,523.41  for  services  to  low-income  residents  of  Boscawen  through  the  Con- 
cord Area  Center,  Community  Action  Program,  Belknap-Merrimack  Counties, 
Inc. 

Fred  Supry  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted.  The  motion  was 
seconced.  Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $5,000  to  purchase  equipment  and  further  improve  the  Town's  recreational 
facility.  These  funds  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  bleachers,  play- 
ground equipment  and  shade  trees.  To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  apply  for 
matching  funds  from  the  Land,  Water  and  Conservation  Fund  and  expend  the 
same.  This  expenditure  is  not  to  be  contingent  upon  the  approval  of  50%  reim- 
bursement grant  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Interior. 

Rhoda  Hardy  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  The  motion 
was  seconded.  Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  pursuant  to  RSA  155:1  to  adopt 
the  Life  Safety  Code  which  is  in  effect  at  the  time  this  Article  is  adopted  and  as 
promulgated  or  amended  from  time  to  time  by  the  State  Fire  Marshal.  This  Code 
deals  with  life  safety  from  fire  and  like  emergencies.  It  covers  construction,  pro- 
tection and  occupancy  features  to  minimize  danger  to  life  from  fire,  smoke, 
fumes  or  panic  before  buildings  are  vacated.  It  specifies  the  number,  side  and 
arrangement  of  exit  facilities  sufficient  to  permit  prompt  escape  of  occupants 
from  building  and  structures  in  case  of  fire  or  other  conditions  dangerous  to  life. 
The  Code  applies  to  factories,  hotels,  tenament  houses,  public  buildings,  school 
houses,  places  of  assembly  as  defined  in  RSA  155:17(1)  and  other  buildings 
used  as  places  of  public  resort.  It  does  not  apply  to  privately  owned  one-family 
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houses. 

Herbert  Cole  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  The  motion 
was  seconded.  Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the 
motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  1 1 :  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  designation  of 
the  Weir  Farm,  the  Barnard  lot  and  the  Eastman  lot  as  Town  forests  and  that  a 
plan  for  the  use  of  the  Town  forest  be  submitted  at  the  next  annual  meeting  for 
approval  by  the  voters  of  the  Town.  This  plan  is  to  be  developed  by  a  committee 
consisting  of  two  members  of  the  Boscawen  Conservation  Commission,  one 
member  of  the  Boscawen  Planning  Board,  one  member  of  the  Boscawen  Parks 
and  Recreation  Committee,  and  one  member  of  the  Boscawen  Board  of  Select- 
men; these  appointments  are  to  be  made  by  the  individual  memberships. 

Dorothy  Sanborn  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  The 
motion  was  seconded.  Discussion  followed,  after  which  a  voice  vote  was  taken 
and  the  motion  carried. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  empower  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  current  expenses  of 
the  Town  until  the  taxes  are  paid  to  the  Treasurer. 

Robert  Knowlton  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  The 
motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  authority 
to  transfer  or  sell  property  taken  by  the  Town  in  default  of  Redemption  from 
the  Tax  Sale  or  otherwise  acquired  and  such  sale  to  be  at  public  auction  with 
Selectmen  reserving  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

Rhoda  Hardy  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  The  motion 
was  seconded. 

Claudia  Damon  made  a  motion  to  amend  this  article  by  striking  out  the 
words,  "or  otherwise  acquired."  Discussion  was  held  on  this  amendment,  after 
which  a  voice  vote  was  taken  and  the  amendment  carried.  Back  to  the  original 
motion,  as  amended.  The  motion,  as  amended,  was  seconded  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  authority 
to  negotiate  an  agreement  with  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Boscawen  for 
the  transfer  of  the  Town  Hall  to  the  First  Congregational  Church. 

Allen  Grill  made  a  motion  that  the  article  be  accepted  as  read.  The  motion 
was  seconded.  Walter  Garceau  made  a  motion  to  table  this  article.  This  motion 
not  seconded.  Discussion  followed.  The  original  motion  was  carried  by  a  voice 
vote. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  representatives 
and  senators  who  represent  the  Town  in  the  general  court  to  support  in  the  cur- 
rent session  of  the  General  Court,  a  concurrent  resolution  to  amend  the  State 
Constitution  to  limit  the  annual  increase  in  property  taxes  to  five  percent  and  to 
limit  the  annual  increase  in  spending  by  the  state  or  any  city,  town,  or  other 
governmental  unit  of  the  state  to  five  percent.  (By  petition). 

Rhoda  Hardy  made  a  motion  that  this  article  be  tabled.  The  motion  was 
seconded  and  carried. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally  come  before 
this  meetings 

Herbert  Cole  made  the  following  motion:  "To  express  appreciation  to  the 
Fire  Department  and  Police  Department.  It  should  go  on  record  how  efficient 
they  are  and  deserve  commendation."  The  motion  was  seconded  and  carried. 

Rhoda  Hardy  extended  a  vote  of  gratitude  to  David  Plourde  for  years  of  ser- 
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vice  as  a  selectman  and  asked  the  selectmen  to  use  his  expertise  in  the  future. 

There  being  no  further  business  to  come  before  the  meeting,  a  motion  was 
made  and  seconded  to  adjourn. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  8:55  p.m.

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WATER  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 

This  past  year  was  the  first  to  see  the  rate  of  inflation  increase  start  to  slow 
down.  Hopefully,  this  trend  will  strengthen  in  oncoming  months  so  that  the 
amount  of  revenue  raised  through  precinct  property  tax  will  remain  fairly  con- 
sistent. The  precinct  raises  most  of  its  revenue  through  property  tax  because 
such  tax  is  deductible  for  homeowners.  Consequently  the  precinct  has  not  raised 
its  fixture  or  meter  rates  in  several  years. 

This  year  several  parties  have  approached  the  precinct  expressing  concern 
about  adequate  water  supplies  to  protect  their  property  in  case  of  fire.  The 
Engineering  study  done  by  Environmental  Engineers,  Inc.  several  years  ago 
addressed  weaknesses  in  the  distribution  system.  One  of  the  recommendations 
made  was  a  million-gallon  standpipe  be  constructed  in  the  Goodhue  Road  area, 
to  provide  storage  in  case  of  pump  failure,  main  breakage,  fire,  etc.  Elektrisola 
needs  water  capacity  to  satisfy  insurance  requirements  for  its  expansion.  The 
County  Farm  needs  the  ability  to  protect  lives  as  well  as  property.  Boscawen 
needs  the  availability  to  attract  more  industry  which  provides  jobs  and  taxes. 
To  satisfy  everyone's  needs  a  million-gallon  tank  with  a  twelve  inch  main  would 
be  necessary.  In  preliminary  discussion  with  all  concerned,  putting  such  a  tank 
on  County  property  with  a  main  large  enough  to  deliver  such  a  volume  of  water 
going  back  to  Elektrisola  would  cost  about  $1.2  million  dollars.  The  precinct 
thinks  it  only  fair  that  all  beneficiaries  financially  support  such  a  project.

NOTES  TO  FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 


NOTE  1  -  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Assets,  Liabilities,  Income  and  Expenses 

The  above  are  recognized  on  the  accrual  basis  of  accounting.  Inventories 
are  stated  at  cost  (first-in,  first-out  basis). 

Property,  Plant  and  Equipment 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  are  recorded  at  cost.  Assets  acquired  by  the 
Penacook  and  Boscawen  Water  Precinct  are  depreciated  on  the  straight-line 
method  over  their  estimated  useful  lives.  The  range  of  annual  depreciation  rates 
is  as  follows: 

Buildings  and  Structures  40  Years 

Standpipes  30  Years 

Mains,  Hydrants,  Services  30-50  Years 

Other  Equipment  5-20  Years 

Although  still  in  use,  assets  that  are  fully  depreciated  are  removed  from 
the  accounts. 

NOTE  2  -  PENSION  FUNDS 

The  water  precinct  provides  for  pension  benefits  to  substantially  all  em- 
ployees through  a  contributory  retirement  system  under  New  Hampshire  law. 
The  law  prescribes  the  formula  for  computing  retirement  allowances  and  pres- 
ently does  not  permit  advance  funding  of  pension  liabilities.  Retirement  allow- 
ances are  paid  from  water  precinct  funding  and  employee  contributions,  based 
on  age  and  date  of  entry.  Employee  contributions  constitute  an  annuity  savings 
fund  from  which  a  portion  of  the  retirement  allowances  is  paid.  Pension  expense 
for  the  year  totaled  $1,541  determined  on  an  actuarial  basis.  The  Water  Pre- 
cinct's portion  of  the  unfunded  accrued  liability,  the  excess  of  vested  benefits 
over  plan  assets  at  the  actuarial  valuation  date,  is  not  available  for  inclusion  in 
this  report.  Such  amount,  however,  does  not  represent  a  current  demand  upon 
the  plan's  resources  as  such  vested  benefits  in  the  long-term  course  of  the  plan 
operation  are  anticipated  to  be  disbursed  over  future  years  as  retirement  benefits 
to  members.  The  value  of  vested  benefits  of  the  employees  has  not  been  deter- 
mined. 

NOTE  3  -  ACCUMULATED  UNUSED  EMPLOYEE  BENEFITS 

Accumulated  unused  vacation  and  sick  leave  at  year  end  is  quite  small  and 
does  not  exceed  a  normal  years  accumulation.
